(a) A patent by tte very natwre k affected witb a pubKt; inicrest The pubhc interest is best served, awd the most efTective patent 
examinaiioa occurs when, at the time appUcatioH is being examined, th& Office is aware of and evaluates the teacbiugs of all informaboa 
material to patentability. Each individual associated with thp- filing jsro&ecution of a paicwt applicaiion lias a duty of candor and good 
faitii in dealing with the OfEce, which iacludes a duty to disclose to the Office all mibimation known to that individual to be material to 
patentability as defmed in this section. The d^ to disclose infomxation em\s with respect to each pending claim undl the claim is canceled 
or withdrawn from consideration, or the applicatioii becomes abandoned, Monnation material to flic patentability of a claim diat is 
canceled or withdrawti from ctonsidetitiott need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patentability of any claim 
rcraaining vtndex consideration in the application. There is no duty to submit rnfotmation which is not material to the patentability of any 
existing claim. The duty to disclose aE infonnatiion known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all information kno^n
